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PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


THE ORGANIZED BAR AND LEGAL ASSISTANCE

First I want to say that I appreciate the honor and privilege of having 
served you as President. To have had the privilege of associating and working 
with the officers of the association during the past several years has been one 
of the finest relationships that could possibly come to anyone and I want to 
thank each of the present officers, the members of the council and the members 
of the various committees for the splendid cooperation and assistance he has 
given me during the past year. 

The war in Europe has ended and we trust that the day of complete vic- 
tory is not too far distant. To the men of our armed forces we pay tribute. 
Some 600 of our members have taken their place along with the other millions 
in the armed forces and have fulfilled their respective missions with honor and 
distinction. As we know, some will not return. To them we here and now do 
honor. We must realize that the sacrifice which the men have made in this war 
will be without avail unless we here at home carry through and see to it that a 
program for a workable world peace is inaugurated. In this you and I have a 
gtave responsibility. Let us not fail. 

It was with reluctance that your officers decided to restrict the program 
of this sixty-third annual meeting of the Association, but in view of the request 
of Justice Byrnes and the restrictions of the Office of Defense Transportation, 
and conforming to the precedent set by many other similar organizations, it 
was deemed best that this meeting be restricted to those essential formal matters 
which are necessary to the preservation and work of the organization. We can 
only hope that never again will it be necessary to make such a restriction. 


Due to the war, the program of the Association during this past year has 
been somewhat restricted and especially so during the past several months. 
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Some things were undertaken and a part of them accomplished and possibly it 
would be of interest to give a brief report here of those activities. 


DAWSON PROGRAM 


The association outlined a program in tribute to Chief Justice Dawsofi 
upon his retirement from the Supreme Court. Under the guidance of Mr. 
Robert Stone, Chairman of a special committee, a program consisting of three 
parts was outlined. The first part was held in the Supreme Court room in the 
State House here in Topeka on the morning of December 9, 1944. A number 
gave tribute to the Chief Justice and he in turn responded. No doubt all of 
you have read the report of what was said and done at that time. In the after- 
noon, through the splendid cooperation of Kirke C. Veeder of Independence, 
Chairman of the Committee on Legal Institutes, a legal institute was held in 
the convention hall here in the Jayhawk Hotel, at which time two propositions 
were given consideration, to-wit: Proposed Amendments to the Probate Code 
and the Proposed Judicial Redistricting of the State. This legal institute was 
well attended and the interest created at that time was carried forward into the 
Legislature which convened in January of this year and, while all matters dis- 
cussed were not enacted into law, some legislation was enacted. Particularly 
the law authorizing an increase in the salaries of the Judges of the Courts of 
this state. 

In the evening a banquet was held in the Florentine Room at the Jayhawk 
Hotel again honoring Justice Dawson. Appropriate speeches were made by 
the following persons: Governor Andrew F. Schoeppel, Justice Allen B. Burch, 
Mr. Robert Stone, Honorable Harvey Johnsen, Judge of the United States 
Circuit Court, Eighth Circuit, Kansas City, Missouri, and J. B. Patterson of the 
Wichita Bar, and again the Chief Justice made a response. From the letters 
which I have received I feel sure that the entire program was enjoyed by all in 
attendance and gratefully received by our beloved jurist. On behalf of the 
association I want to thank all those that contributed so liberally and well of 
their time and talents in making this program a success. To me it is the high 
point of my term of office and it was a pleasure to have had a small part in 
bringing this justly deserved tribute to one of the truly great men of our pro- 
fession. I am sure that you join with me in extending best wishes to Justice 
Dawson in his retirement. 

BAR JOURNAL 


The Bar Journal has been edited during the past year by Mr. Franklin 
Corrick, Revisor of Statutes, assisted by Mr. Fred E. Gulick, also of that office. 
We were indeed fortunate in securing the services of these two well qualified 
and experienced men. They have been able during this war period to bring to 
the members of the association legal articles which were timely and instructive 
and have maintained our Bar Journal at the recognized high standard which it 
has always merited. 


LEGAL INSTITUTES 


Due to the war restrictions there were held during the past year only two 
legal institutes. The one hereinbefore referred to on December 9, 1944, and 
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the other at the meeting of the Southwest Kansas Bar Association at Dodge 
City on December 30, 1944. The large attendance, apparent general interest 
and enthusiasm for these legal institutes is an indication that a full program 
of legal institutes should be outlined and maintained by the bar as soon as the 
war restrictions are lifted. I want to thank Kirke C. Veeder and his committee 
for the splendid work which they did during the past year. 


BAR ORGANIZATION 


Following through and in compliance with the resolution adopted by this 
Association several years ago your association again secured the introduction 
in the 1945 legislature of a bill amending Section 7-103 G. S., 1935, which 
would have authorized the Supreme Court of this state to have organized the 
entire membership of the legal profession of this state by rule of that court. 
Under the able leadership of B. L. Sheridan, Chairman of the Committee of 
Bar Organization, the splendid work of the officers and council members of 
the Association and other interested members and especially your Secretary, 
Beryl R. Johnson, and through the sponsorship of I. M. Platt, a member of 
that body, this bill passed the House of Representatives without a dissenting 
vote. Upon the bill arriving in the Senate it was assigned, and properly so, to 
the judiciary committee. No doubt as you know, the judiciary committee of 
the Senate was comprised entirely of lawyers, most of whom if not all are 
members of this association. In this committee for the first time the bill met 
organized opposition. It is not to be understood that all of the members of 
that committee were against the bill, but the organized minority was sufficiently 
strong to kill the bill. All that could be said and done did not seem to have 
any influence even in face of the record from organized bars of other states 
throughout the nation. The State of Missouri organized the lawyers of that 
state by rule of the Supreme Court within the year. This first hand information 
was passed on to this committee. 

In speaking with the Honorable Charles L. Carr, President of the Missouri 
Bar, recently, he stated that the new organization is meeting with full approval 
and cooperation from the members of the profession in that state and that 
while the organization has not been entirely completed that it is a great 
improvement over their former voluntary association. 


In the past it has been said that there were two groups in this country 
who were not organized — the farmers and the lawyers. It might be noted 
here that the farmers, by reason of the Government’s A.A.A. Program, are 
more organized than ever before in the history of this nation. No doubt they 
have observed the handwriting on the wall. It cannot be doubted that the 
lawyers are better organized now than they have been in the past, but the 


organization on a voluntary basis has not and does not meet the challenge of 
the day. 


Those several who opposed and succeeded in the defeat of the bill say 
that there is no need in this state for integration because we have a good volun- 
tary association. True, one of the best in the country but, this association now 
only represents about one-half of the lawyers of the state. They say each 
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lawyer should be independent, an individualist if you please; that organizing 
the Bar by rule of court is a form of regimentation. In this it would seem some 
of the members of the Bar of this state have misgivings as to the ability, 
integrity and fair dealing of the members of our Supreme Court. These same 
lawyers must recognize, however, that they secured their license and authority 
to practice in this state through the Supreme Court and there can be no doubt 
that the Supreme Court has the inherent power to make rules and regulations 
pertaining to the lawyers and their practice. Those that entertain any such 
misgiving or distrust of our Supreme Court should have given more serious 
consideration in the choosing of the profession which he desired to follow. 
If we cannot have confidence and faith in our Supreme Court we are in a sad 
predicament indeed. It was also suggested that before we asked the legislature 
to enact into law any statute granting authority to the Supreme Court in the 
matter of bar organization, that we submit a detailed outline of the program 
which this new and all inclusive organization will undertake. Just how that 
can be done was not suggested. Undoubtedly if the legal profession of this 
state is organized under rule of the Supreme Court an. entirely new personnel 
of officers will be elected and it would be a fanciful assumption on the part 
of the present officers to attempt to outline any future program which might 
be undertaken. In fact the program to be undertaken must be governed entirely 
by the pressing needs of the particular time of its existence and application. 
Certainly never in the history of this country has there been a greater need for 
sincere and well thought out decisions and for unified action on the part of the 
legal profession than at this moment. It is my firm conviction that it is a time 
for the legal profession, not only in our own state, but throughout this nation, 
one hundred percent to organize, not alone to take a firm stand against certain 
undemocratic and unAmerican activities — socialistic tendencies if you please — 
which are creeping into our midst undermining the freedoms that we have 
cherished for over one hundred and fifty years, but also that the legal profession 
so organized may speak out on legal and governmental subjects of current 
interest. The Honorable David A. Simmons, President of the American Bar 
Association, in an article in the April 1945 American Bar Journal entitled, 
“Leadership — A Responsibility of the Bar,” has this to say: 
“Last summer just before taking office as President of the Association, I sent 
a questionnaire to the members of the House of Delegates. Among other policy 
matters on which I asked their counsel and advice was the following: ‘Shall the 
American Bar Association take a broad view of its obligation of national leader- 
ship and speak on legal and governmental subjects of current interest, or shall it 
limit the scope of its activities and resolutions to the practice of law and the proce- 
dures incident to judicial and administrative justice?’ Eighty-seven percent voted 
= the Association should take a broad view of its obligation of national leader- 
S Ip. 
As pointed out by Mr. Simmons in his article, the American lawyer is conscious 
of this challenge of the times and there is no doubt that it will be met, but the 
point that I am attempting to make here is that an organized bar can accomplish 
the desired results more expeditiously. 
History tells us that in the founding of our government the lawyers had 
much to do in determining the form which was finally adopted. These men 
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spoke out as individuals. At that time the territorial limits and population of 
this nation were small. Life was simple and an individual could speak out and 
his sayings would have an effective influence. Times have changed, the nation 
has grown both in its territorial limits and in population. We have developed 
a complicated social system. We now live in a society controlled almost entirely 
by organization. Results are achieved, not by individual action but through 
organization. For example, labor organizations have demonstrated the great 
weight and force of cooperation and joint action, even though you may disagree 
with certain of their principles and objectives. Members of the legal profession 
generally are opposed to unconstitutional alteration of our form of govern- 
ment, governmental infringement and violation of the rights of the individual 
given to him by the Constitution, the overriding of long established precedent 
by the highest court of our land and numerous others which tend to undermine 
and destroy our rich heritage. 

A great deal has been said about Governmental regimentation and its 
diminishing effect upon the practice of the law. 

These urgent problems, as well as many more, must be met and deter- 
mined by the legal profession and to me there is but one way of meeting them 
and that is by a full organization of the membership of the legal profession. 
Heretofore the people have looked to the lawyers for leadership in public and 
governmental affairs. They have a right to expect it now. There can be no 
question that in creating a one hundred percent organization of the members 
of the legal profession the organized bar thus created would become a greater 
instrumentality and stabilizing force in the maintenance of our democratic way 


of life. Also some good would be accomplished for the profession. At least 
here in Kansas I believe it is worth a trial. 

Incidentally I might add here that the activities undertaken by the associa- 
tion in the attempt to secure this legislation to authorize the organizing of the 
lawyers of this state by rule of the Supreme Court was accomplished without 
any substantial expense to your association, nor was there any special campaign 
made to raise funds for that purpose. 


LEGAL ASSISTANCE AND AID 


One of the outstanding accomplishments of the legal profession during 
the war period, not alone in Kansas but throughout the nation, was the creation 
in cooperation with the Army and Navy of a plan of legal aid or assistance 
to the men and women in the military forces, their families and dependents. 
Much has been said about the work in Kansas in reports of the committee on 
war work during the past four years, but I would like to bring to you informa- 
tion relative to this all inclusive organization which has not alone a national 
coverage, but international as well. It is without doubt, as was pointed out by 
Reginald Heber Smith of the Massachusetts Bar in an article, “Legal Aid — 
During the War and After,” in the January 1945 American Bar Journal, the 
greatest legal aid organization created in all history. Briefly stated there is 
established at every military post, camp and station in the United States and 
every Overseas command, a legal assistance office with a legal assistant officer, 
a lawyer in civilian life in charge and the military personnel by contacting this 
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legal assistance office can obtain legal advice and assistance or, if it involves a 
legal problem back at the place of the residence of the soldier the legal assist- 
ance office will assist the soldier in making contact with a civilian lawyer, a 
member of the committee on war work or other legal aid organizations in the 
respective home community of the soldier and that member of the legal assist- 
ance committee or legal aid organization will carry through. Generally these 
services are given without expectation of compensation. The latest data avail- 
able shows that there have been something over eleven hundred legal assistance 
offices established. As pointed out by Mr. Smith in his article it is estimated 
by the Judge Advocate General’s office in Washington that during 1943 the 
legal assistance officers handled approximately two million cases. As will be 
shown by the report of the war work committee of this state, the figures during 
the past year will show a great increase in the number of cases handled. Fur- 
ther quoting Mr. Smith, he states: 


“Most of the cases require only correct legal advice. Where legal action is 
requisite, such as a stay of proceedings under the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief 
Act, reference must be made to an agency in the soldier’s home city or town. There 
is the court which has proper jurisdiction; there also live the soldier's dependents. 

The plan has created a huge legal network which links each Army post to 
every community in the nation. Reference is to the various bar association com- 
mittees set up by the American Bar Association’s Committee on War Work (orig- 
inally Committee on National Defense), and to the legal aid organizations of the 
country.” 


The results which have been accomplished by this huge legal assistance net- 


work are most gratifying. My experience in working with the Kansas Com- 
mittee convinces me that out of this experience brought about by reason of the 
necessity therefore in the war effort, and the benefits received and the good 
accomplished, justifies the organized bar in giving more serious consideration 
to the establishment throughout this nation of a plan to give legal assistance, 
not alone during the postwar era but in the future, so that all persons who are 
in need of such assistance will be able to secure it, even though they are not 
financially able to pay. 

In order to make legal assistance available at the several military estab- 
lishments in this state there was created by the local bar associations of the 
cities and towns in close proximity of such establishments a legal aid or assist- 
ance committee. One of the outstanding committees in this state is the one 
that was established by the Topeka Bar Association which has given such 
assistance consistently to men and women in the military forces at the Topeka 
Air Base and the Winter General Hospital. Other such organizations were 
established at Kansas City, Junction City, Salina, Wichita, Winfield and in the 
smaller towns near each of the other posts, camps and stations in the state. 
What was done in Kansas was done throughout the nation. In many of the 
larger cities there had been established prior to the war, legal aid organiza- 
tions. These organizations were coordinated with the over-all plan and each 
has given legal assistance, not alone to the persons who are in the military 
service, but to any person who was not able, for one reason or another, to secure 
legal advice and assistance. These legal aid organizations have contributed 
materially to the war effort by making their facilities available to the military 
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personnel. The National Association of Legal Aid Organizations about which 
you know has done a most commendable piece of work in conjunction with the 
bar committees in making this over-all plan work. In Mr. Smith’s article he 
quotes from a letter written by Mr. Chief Justice Stone. It reads: 


“It is essential to the welfare and morale of the men in the armed forces and 
their dependents who lack means to retain a lawyer that they shall nevertheless 
receive the best of legal advice and, if necessary, representation in court... . It is 
also important that the armed forces and the public be informed that there is a 
National Association of Legal Aid Organizations which supervised the work. . . 
and, in war time, has the further function of being the headquarters at which 
inquiries may be made by those who do not know where to turn for legal help.” 


At the last bar meeting of this association it was voted to continue our war 
work committee during the postwar period. This was in conformity with the 
action taken by the American Bar Association’s special committee on war work. 
In that committee’s report at the last annual meeting of the American Bar 
Association in Chicago it was pointed out: 

“We have emphasized at great length our desire to do everything possible to 
relieve our soldiers and sailors of legal worries so that they might better fight our 
battles. Many of them will be in sore need of legal assistance as they come out of 
service and seek to reestablish themselves in civilian life. We cannot very well 
abandon them now, letting them think that now that they have completed their 
task and we have nothing further to expect of them, our interest in their welfare 
has terminated. 


In many of the states, state and local bar association committees are already 
planning and to some extent undertaking this work through the medium of war 
work committees. With the organization that has been built up through the United 
States during the past four years and that has functioned so well, it would seem 
that better results could be achieved than were the attempt made to devise and 
establish a new system. This might necessitate added personnel and a different 
division of labor, but should not require separate committees,” 


This huge legal assistance network created as above outlined will be continued 
during the rehabilitation period, but the matter that I desire to bring to your 
attention, which I believe needs serious consideration, is the creation through- 
out the state and nation by coordinating the work of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, the National Association of Legal Aid Organizations, which includes 
all other organizations which are giving legal aid or assistance, and the legal 
assistance committees of state, district and local bar association, so that there 
might be created a system of legal aid and assistance to which any person who 
is not financially able or for any other reason cannot secure legal assistance 
when it is needed, might go to secure legal help. The chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Legal Aid Work of the American Bar Association in his report at 
the last meeting of that association, pointed out that a program of legal aid is 
one of the community on the one hand and the bar on the other and that in the 
past the progress toward the desired result has been desperately slow. The 
Chairman of the Committee attempted to point out at least one reason for the 
lack of progress and he said: 


“Partly it is due to the fact that there is no one definite place where the respon- 
sibility rests. It does not rest with the community the way the responsibility rests 
for a great many things that have to be done for the poor. On the other hand it 
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does not rest entirely with the bar in the way that certain responsibilities such as 
legal education and the improvement of the administration of the courts rest with 
the bar. 

There is a sort of a feeling as I see it both on the part of the community and 
on the part of the bar that legal aid is in the hands of some third party, that the 
legal aid organizations and legal aid workers constitute a separate entity of their 
own, that they are doing all right, and so why should anyone worry about the 
matter. The community says the legal aid organizations are operating as well as 
they ever did and why isn’t that well enough? The bar says you have got all your 
legal aid organizations. They are wonderful things. You are noble fellows doing 
a lot for humanity and you deserve a lot of thanks. Why should busy lawyers 
bother about you? So legal aid seems to fall between the two stools. 

But that is a complete misconception on the part of both the community and 
the bar. Legal aid organizations are only what the community on one side and the 
bar on the other side enable them to be. We can’t function under our own power. 
We have got to have the support of the community and we have got to have the 
support of the bar. We are not a flock of angels floating in the sky. We are just 
a group of men, most of them lawyers who understand the need for legal aid and 
try to get something done.” 


Further in that same report it is stated: 


“The various legal aid organizations throughout the country have shared with 
the War Work Committees the responsibility and opportunity of helping men in 
the armed services in need of legal advice. The records show that in 1943 the legal 
aid organizations advised approximately 36,000 servicemen or their dependents. 
No over-all figures are available as to the number advised by the War Work Com- 
mittees, but undoubtedly the number is very large. One of the most common prob- 
lems has been advice in connection with matrimonial difficulties. The legal aid 
organizations have done their best with what, in all its ramifications of absent hus- 
bands, lonely wives and arbitrary governmental allotments, is an almost insoluble 
problem.” 


Whether or not the giving of legal assistance to those who otherwise cannot 
secure it is a community problem may or may not be a debatable question, but 
there can be no question as to the duty and responsibility of the organized bar 
in the matter. 

Some may say that any person needing legal assistance can obtain same by 
making his wants known to any practicing lawyer in his community. To a con- 
siderable degree, especially in the smaller communities, this is true. There are 
however a good many instances, and you have experienced them the same as I, 
where the legal assistance requires the services of someone at a distant point. 
In such a case, there being no funds available, you hesitate to write to some 
attorney there, a stranger, and ask him to carry through. Whereas, if we had 
such an all-inclusive organization sponsored by the organized bar, such prob- 
lems could be referred there and the bar would, through its own organization, 
see that justice was done. We would not only be doing a great good for the 
individual involved but we would maintain our profession in the high esteem 
which it has merited by reason of this huge legal assistance plan established 
during this war period. 

I am not unmindful of the fact that a lawyer needs compensation to pro- 
vide himself and family with a living and to maintain his ever increasing office 
expense of books, secretarial help and the like, but we must not forget however 
that we constitute a profession. It is said that in the earlier days the matter of 
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fee was not of much concern in the attorney-client relationship. The lawyer 
was sought as that rare member of society, a learned gentleman if you please, 
who professed himself to the public as such, regardless of the ability of those 
seeking legal advice to pay, and what was tendered him was not intended as 
compensation but as a tribute and respect to him. Can we truly maintain the 
ideals and high standing of our profession, can we uphold the solemn oath 
which we took upon being admitted to the profession and the rules of profes- 
sional ethics if we do not make available to those unable to pay this assistance 
that he cannot obtain elsewhere. 

After the war, we will have the many problems of the veterans, their 
families and dependents which will require legal assistance. Also under our 
social welfare program in the state and nation we will have thousands of people 
not able to pay, who will require legal assistance and aid. We can expect this 
number to increase. Some plan for giving this assistance must be established 
by the organized bar. Failure on the part of the Bar to meet this need may 
cause the establishment of a governmental bureau for the purpose which would 
be a step toward a socialized state. 


Do you know that on the basis of the United States Census of 1940 we 
had in Kansas one lawyer for each eight hundred and ninety-nine persons? 
On the same basis, Kansas ranked twenty-fifth in the Nation. The average for 


the entire country was a lawyer for each seven hundred and thirty-three persons. 
In Washington, D. C., at that time, every one hundred and thirty-seven persons 
had a lawyer. 
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LAWYERS VETERANS PLACEMENT 


It will be noted that President J. G. Somers has set up a new committee for this 
year: Lawyers Veterans Placement Committee, with LaRue Royce, Salina, Chairman. 

Last year at the annual meeting of the American Bar Association considerable time 
was spent discussing, in various groups and sections of the convention, plans to best 
serve the lawyer returning to civilian life and re-establishing himself in the practice. 
Already many lawyers have been discharged from military service. They want to re-enter 
active practice but need assistance in the solution of many problems. 

Recently the army, realizing the situation confronting us, has volunteered its help. 
General Milton R. McLean, Adjutant General of Kansas, has already expressed his will- 
ingness to use the services of his Department to be of assistance. We gratefully accept 
General McLean's public spirited offer. 

The work of the Lawyers Veterans Placement Committee will not interfere with, or 
over-lap, the functions of the Committee on American Citizenship and War Work with 
its Legal Assistance Committees of local bar Associations in all parts of the State. The 
latter Committee is concerned with the problems of the soldier, sailor or marine, and his 
family, generally. The new Committee will work only with and for the returning lawyer- 
military man. 

President Somers has taken a forward-looking step for better post war conditions by 
lawyers for lawyers. As we help ourselves and our profession we render increased service 
to the citizenry of our State. B.R. J. 


JUDGE ORIE L. PHILLIPS 


Much interest is being expressed throughout the Bench and Bar of Kansas concern- 
ing the appointment of Honorable Orie L. Phillips, of Denver, Colorado, Senior Judge 
of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals for the Tenth Circuit, as Associate Justice 
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of the Supreme Court of the United States, to fill the vacancy caused by the recent resig- 
nation of Mr. Justice Owen J. Roberts. 

Judge Phillips is well and favorably known to the lawyers of Kansas. He has made 
an enviable record in his more than twenty-five years of service as a member of the 
Federal Judiciary. 

In politics Judge Phillips is a Republican. Justice Roberts is of the same party. 
Members of both principal political parties are supporting the appointment of Judge 
Phillips because they feel it is fitting and proper that the successor of Justice Roberts be 
of the same political party. Partisan politics should not be a controlling factor in the 
selection of our Justices of the Supreme Court of the United States. We seem naturally 
to think along political lines. Judge Phillips, in his long record on the Bench, has fol- 
lowed closely the law, as he has seen it, without regard for partisan politics. This we 
need particularly in our Judiciary. 

Judge Phillips has resided throughout his career at the Bar and on the Bench in a 
part of the country not now 4 ery upon the Supreme Court. We are informed that 
President Truman looks with favor upon the selection of a Western, or Middle-Western 


man, to fill the vacancy. The officers of our Association and some local bars have 
expressed their approval of Judge Phillips. We hope that he will be nominated by 
President Truman. B.R. J. 
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CASE NOTES 


Williams v. North Carolina, Decided May 21, 1945, 
65 S. Ct. 1092, 89 L. Ed. 1123 (Adv. Op.) 


When and where is a man a bastard? 


The recent decision of the Supreme Court of the United States, in O. B. Williams 
and Lillie Hendricks, petitioners, —vs— The State of North Carolina, respondent, 89 
L. Ed., Page 1077, prompts the question. 

O. B. Williams and Lillie Hendricks were each married to other parties and lived 
in North Carolina. They went to Nevada, and after six weeks residence in that state, in 
a cabin camp, each filed an action for divorce against their respective spouses, who had 
remained in North Carolina. Service was substituted service. The divorce petitions of 
Williams and Hendricks were each heard by the court and the court made a finding to 
the effect that each of the plaintiffs had been domiciled in the State of Nevada for more 
than six weeks, and were, at that time, domiciled in the state, and on such jurisdictional 
finding granted a decree of divorce to each of the parties on their respective petitions. 
This was a clear finding on the part of the Nevada Court that it had jurisdiction to deter- 
mine the merits of the divorce petition. 


Then Williams and Hendricks intermarried in the State of Nevada and later returned 
to the State of North Carolina and took up their residence in their old home country. 
They lived together for some time, thinking that Mrs. Hendricks had become Mrs. Wil- 
liams, and believing that they were keeping the commandments of the law; but did Mrs. 
Hendricks become Mrs. Williams ? 

Then the mailed hand of the law socked them into jail for bigamous co-habitation. 
The case came on for trial in the North Carolina Court; and in the trial the State, through 
its attorney, said: 

“The defendants were guilty of bigamous co-habitation, because neither of their 
spouses had been served with process in the State of Nevada; and that the substituted 
service of the Nevada Court, as against the spouse remaining in North Carolina, was 
invalid. The state also said that Williams and Hendricks had gone to Nevada for the 
sole purpose of getting a divorce; and that they had not acquired a domicile in the State 
of Nevada” (the very point decided by the Nevada Court). 

The defendants pleaded not guilty and set up the Nevada decree to convince the 
court that Mrs. Hendricks had become Mrs. Williams. Then a jury was called to decide 
this important question; and after hearing the matter the court instructed the jury that 
the Nevada divorce decree, granted Williams and Hendricks on their respective petitions, 
based upon substituted service, would not be recognized in North Carolina. 

That one instruction would seem to be about all the state needed to convict the 
defendants. I wonder why the question was submitted to the jury in the face of such 
an instruction. The court, in another instruction, went a little further and told the jury 
that they had acted in good faith in acquiring a residence for the required time (presum- 
ably the time that it would have taken to acquire domicile in North Carolina). As might 
have been expected the court found both defendants guilty and the Supreme Court of 
North Carolina affirmed the decision. 

The case then went to the Supreme Court of the United States on the grounds that 
the North Carolina Court had failed and refused to give full faith and credit to the 
Nevada Decree, as required by Article 4, Sec. 1, Constitution of the United States. The 
Supreme Court of the United States in substance said: 

“That it could not tell on which of the grounds the jury convicted the defendants 
on, since one of the grounds involved a Federal question and the other did not;” (full 
faith and credit clause involved the Federal question; the acquisition of a domicile pre- 
sumably did not involve a Federal question) and reversed the case. 
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The case then went back to the trial court for further proceeding. The second trial 
followed closely the outline of the first trial. Again the defendants were convicted and 
again went back to the Supreme Court of the United States. The Supreme Court, through 
Justice Frankfurter, delivered the majority opinion of the court. The opinion, — 
of its verbiage, held that the finding of the Nevada Court, that the defendants were bona 
fide residents of Nevada for more than six weeks before filing of the petitions of divorce, 
and upon which finding the Nevada Decree was based, was not binding upon the Court 
of North Carolina; and that such decree was not of sufficient dignity to evoke the full 
faith and credit clause of the Constitution. ; 


The reasoning of the court is oblique and somewhat amusing. The Constitution, 
Article 4, Sec. 1 provides: 

“That full faith and credit shall be given acts, records and proceedings of every 
other state; and that Congress may, by general law, provide the manner in which such 
acts, records and proceedings shall be proved and the effect thereof.” 

Congress completed the picture by providing how the judgments and decrees of 
one state shall be authenticated for use in another state. No question was raised in the 
North Carolina Court with reference to the authentication of the Nevada proceedings. 
The majority opinion of the court left the question as to whether or not the Nevada 
Court had jurisdiction to render the decree to depend upon the finding of the jury, and 
this in the face of the finding by the Nevada Court that domicile for the required length 
of time had been established and maintained by the defendants in Nevada. 


From the majority opinion it would seem that there should be some fine balance 
with which to weigh judgments of foreign states; and that each case should be weighed 
according to its merits to determine whether or not the decree of one state should be 
given full force and effect in another state. Apparently the local policy of a state, as to 
residence, is to be determined by the state in which the foreign decree is set up. In other 
words, if the Nevada requirement in divorce actions, with reference to residence or 
domicile, is not the same as that of North Carolina, then the North Carolina Court may 
disregard it, and it would also seem that notwithstanding the Nevada Court made a find- 
ing that it had acquired jurisdiction of the parties, that such finding was not conclusive 
on the North Carolina Court. The majority opinion saying in substance that a court 
cannot make a finding of jurisdiction and wrap itself up in such findings and bind any 
other state. Unfortunately for Williams and Hendricks the balance did not tip the right 
way and to jail they went. 


The Supreme Court calls attention to the fact that the Nevada divorce decree was 
good in the State of Nevada. North Carolina had found that it was not good in North 
Carolina, so Mrs. Hendricks actually became Mrs. Williams in the State of Nevada and 
a child born of such marriage in the State of Nevada would doubtless be legitimate, but 
when Williams and Mrs. Hendricks got back to North Carolina their marriage was not 
good and a child born of such marriage would doubtless be a bastard in North Carolina. 


The court talked about the local policies of states and their rights under the local 
policies. If the local policy of a state is not to be affected by the full faith and credit 
clause of the United States Constitution, I wonder what purpose the clause has in the 
constitution. It would seem that the clause was —— in the constitution to compel a 
state to yield its local policy to judgments of another state. 

The Federal Courts have said on many occasions that it was the duty of all courts 
and in all causes to ask themselves, “Does this court have jurisdiction” ; and to determine 
that question before the court proceeded further. Yet it seems that when the Nevada 
Court determined it had jurisdiction, that that was not conclusive on any court except 
the Nevada Courts and that it might be questioned in any other state. Why the question 
of jurisdiction should be left open when all other questions are precluded is beyond my 
mental reach. 

Now, suppose that Mary marries John in Oklahoma, children are born to them and 
they live there for some years. John meets Marie, who lives back of the field, and a 
short time later John develops a longing for Marie. John moves to Kansas for the sole 
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purpose of establishing a residence in the State of Kansas, and obtaining a divorce decree 
from Mary. He stayed a whole year in Kansas before he filed his divorce suit. The case 
is heard in the Kansas Court and testimony is offered that he has been an actual bona fide 
resident of the State of Kansas for more than one year. The court doesn’t know anything 
about the secret intentions of John, and grants a decree of divorce. Then John marries 
Marie in Kansas and immediately moves back to Oklahoma. A short time thereafter a 
child is born and in a few months John dies, so Mary has children and Marie a child 
fathered by John. John was the owner of a good farm, and immediately a fight starts 
as to who owns the farm. Mary says that John went to Kansas for the sole purpose of 
obtaining a divorce and marrying Marie; that was John’s secret intention and the Kansas 
Court could not find that it had jurisdiction and wrap itself up in such findings and 
prohibit the Oklahoma Court from inquiring into the jurisdiction of the Kansas Court. 

The nice and delicate question is submitted to an Oklahoma jury as to whether John 
went to Kansas for the sole —— of establishing a domicile or residence to the end 
that he might obtain a divorce. The jury in all probability will find that Mary is the legal 
widow of John; that her children are legitimate and Marie's child is a bastard in Okla- 
homa, Marie’s child would not be a bastard in Kansas, so WHEN AND WHERE IS 
A MAN A BASTARD? 

The Supreme Court of the United States also says that such divorce proceedings are 
not actions in rem. If I don’t die pretty soon, I won’t know any law.

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PROCEEDINGS 


OF THE 


SIXTY-THIRD ANNUAL SESSION OF THE BAR ASSOCIATION 
OF THE STATE OF KANSAS 


This was a restricted war time meeting of the Bar Association of the State of 
Kansas. On account of the request and regulations of the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion and for the purpose it Tadactiag the war effort to the best of our ability, as an 
association of lawyers, it was decided not to hold an annual meeting in regular form 
but to restrict it to the most essential details of business. 

Friday evening, June 8, 1945, President Everett E. Steerman, following the custom, 
held the usual President's dinner for the members of the Executive Council and their 
wives. This time, at the suggestion of the President, chairmen of the standing commit- 
tees of the Association, with their wives, were invited to the dinner. It was a very enjoy- 
able occasion, held in the Green Room of the Jayhawk Hotel, at Topeka, Kansas. 

Following the President's Annual Dinner, the Executive Council held a short busi- 
ness session. At 10:40 a.m. Saturday, June 9, 1945, the business session of the restricted 
annual meeting was convened in Convention Hall of the Hotel Jayhawk, with thirty 
members of the Association present, President Steerman presiding. The meeting was 
called to order. 

The President appointed a Credentials Committee consisting of E. C. Flood, A. S. 
Humphrey, and James A. McClure to canvass, count and report upon the result of the 
ballot for officers for the ensuing year. Prior to the meeting each member of the Asso- 
ciation was furnished with a report of the Nominating Committee and given an oppor- 
tunity by mail to indicate his choice of officers and members of the Executive Council for 
the year 1945-46. 

There followed a memorial session for deceased members of the Association. This 
part of the program was opened with a reading of the report of the Association Memorial 
Committee. It was announced by President Steerman that Judge J. H. Wendorff, Chair- 
man of the Committee, was unable to attend the meeting and report on account of ill 
health. The Secretary read the report of the Committee as follows: 


REPORT OF MEMORIAL COMMITTEE 


Mr. President, and members of the 
Bar Association of the State of Kansas:

Some members of the Association in military service have died since our last annual 
meeting. In their honor, members of the Association were called upon to make state- 
ments concerning these deceased members. 

‘ Dallas W. Knapp, of Coffeyville, made the following statement concerning Harry 
Akers: 


Mr. President: 

Let the records show that Harry Akers, late of Coffeyville, a member of the Mont- 
gomery County Kansas Bar, was killed in a plane crash in North Africa, on March 15, 
1944. He was traveling under orders on his way to the front to enter action as a plane 
gunner at the time of the crash. 

He was deputy county attorney of Montgomery County, Kansas, at the time he 
answered the call to the color and a Stf. Sgt. in the army of his country at the time of his 
tragic death. 

This young man received his law degree from the University of Kansas, in May, 
1942, and his career at the Bar was cut short through no fault of his own. 

While a student at the University of Kansas, he married Miss Zerita Johnson, of 
Lawrence, who survives. 

Harry Akers possessed a pleasing personality. He made friends easily and retained 
them. He was born and spent his entire life in Montgomery County, Kansas, and his 
departure as one of the casualties of this war is a distinct loss to the community where he 
lived and to his profession. 


John W. Lewis of Topeka for Lt. Paul C. Steinrauf of Topeka, as follows: 

Mr. President and members of the Kansas Bar Association. The following is a 
memorial report in tribute to Lt. Paul C. Steinrauf. 

Lt. Paul C. Steinrauf was attached to the 103d Infantry Division and was platoon 
leader in the 103d Reconnaissance Troop. Lt. Steinrauf gave his life in combat February 
18th, 1945, at Forbach, Alsace, near Saarbrucken, Germany. 

He was a native of Kansas and Topeka and was graduated in June, 1933, from 
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Washburn Law School. He was admitted to the Kansas Bar in the same month and year. 
Immediately following his graduation and admission to the bar, he became Deputy Clerk 
of the Court of Topeka, later was elected Clerk and was reelected after he had enlisted 
in the army. 

Although Lt. Steinrauf had not engaged in the active practice of law, he was con- 
sidered a lawyer in the fullest meaning of the word, by all who knew him. 

His chief ambition was to enter the general practice of law when he returned from 
war. His interest in politics was little less than that in the law. His fine character, keen 
mind and courage would have carried him far in his chosen field. 

The Bar Association and the legal profession generally has suffered a great loss in 
the death of Paul C. Steinrauf. 

Lt. Steinrauf is survived by his wife, Marjorie W. Steinrauf, his mother, Mrs. 
Amelia Steinrauf, two brothers, Harold and Fred, his sister, Helen M. Bundy, and his 
aunt, Mrs. Emma Rossinger. 


W. D. Vance of Belleville for Wilton D. Miller of Belleville, as follows: 

Lieutenant Wilton D. (Buster) Miller was born in Belleville, Kansas on April 15, 
1916 and met his death on German soil on April 11th, 1945. He was aaael in the 
Belleville schools and graduated from Washburn College; was admitted to the Kansas 
bar in January 1942; and intended to enter the practice of the law upon his return to 
civilian life. 

He entered the service in December 1941, was commissioned at Ft. Knox, Kentucky 
in July, 1942, and went overseas in January, 1945. 

He was a tank maintenance officer with an armored tank division and had seen 
combat service for some time prior to his death. 

Buster Miller, as he was known to every one at his home, was an outstanding per- 
sonality, energetic and had the stuff in him to succeed. Another instance of the fine 
manhood of this country sacrificed in the common cause of humanity. 

He leaves his parents Mr. and Mrs. Levi F. Miller, now of Long Beach, California, 
and his young wife and child, resident of Topeka, Kansas. 

Our profession has lost a promising member whose untimely death has left a vacant 
space for some one, we know not whom, to fill. We extend our sympathy to his parents, 
wife and child in their great loss. 


John S. Pierson, of Ottawa, made the following statement for James P. Huddleson 
of Ottawa as follows: 


Mr. Chairman and members of the Kansas Bar Association: 

I should like to preface my remarks with a word of appreciation from the family 
of Mr. Hudelson for this very fitting memorial. When a young man goes off to war and 
simply does not return there is not much here at home to honor him with except the 
memories and expressions of his friends and associates who knew and loved him. 

Jim Hudelson was born at Pomona, in Franklin County, Kansas, thirty four years 
ago. He grew up in that county and attended school there. He was graduated from 
Washburn Law School in June of 1934 and admitted to the bar in that same month and 
year. We opened an office at Ottawa about the first of August in 1935 and were asso- 
ciated together since that time. He entered service in the armed forces by voluntary 
enlistment in the spring of 1942. He was killed in action in Germany February 27, 1945. 

During all the years I knew Jim Hudelson, and that goes back for at least seventeen, 
I never knew him to speak ill of anyone. Certainly he had no enemies. His outstanding 
characteristics were that he was honest and humble. He came to college a somewhat 
bashful boy and went away as a young man, a true friend of all who knew him. He was 
the type of young man who was good for a community and our community will miss 
him greatly. 

He lived the life of a true American and he died as one. What more can be said 
for any man? 


At the close of this memorial service, all members of the Association present stood 
for a moment in silent memory of the deceased. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STANDARDS 
FOR TITLE OPINIONS 


The committee had hoped to have at least one meeting during the year and to 
submit to this convention a number of title questions and recommendations, supple- 
menting and adding to the recommendations adopted in 1941, 1942 and 1944. However, 
on account of the war effort in which many attorneys are engaged and transportation 
difficulties, it seemed inadvisable to call the committee together. 

A number of new and very interesting questions have been submitted this year, and 
some were inherited from 1944. Correspondence has been had with attorneys over the 
state and with the members of the committee as to action to be taken on these questions, 
but no final recommendations have been prepared and adopted by the committee. The 
work is still in the tentative stage. 

It has been proposed that tentative questions and recommendations be PY and 
submitted to title examiners for their approval or amendment before the final draft 
comes up for action at state bar meetings. 

Your committee would, therefore, recommend that 

(1) A committee on standards with the proper geographical distribution, be 
appointed for the coming year; 

(2) A tentative report of the committee be printed in the February, 1946, State 
Bar Journal so that members of the Bar may study the recommendations prior to the 
holding of the convention of 1946. 

Questions and recommendations from members of the bar have been helpful to 
committees heretofore appointed. This committee is certain they will be appreciated by 
any succeeding committee.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON AMERICAN CITIZENSHIP 
AND WAR WORK 


To the Bar Association of the State of Kansas: 

Your committee on American Citizenship and War Work begs leave to submit the 
following report: 

Up until V-E day the work of this committee steadily increased, but since that date 
there has been some decrease in requests for legal advice and assistance, probably brought. 
about by reason of the return of large numbers in the military forces to this country from 
the Euro war theater for rest periods and to be transported to the war theater in the 
Pacific. There have been a number of these men call in person upon various members 
of the committee and secured legal advice and assistance. 

The various matters which have been submitted for consideration to the committee 
are not materially different than those reported a year ago and the percentages run along 
about the same. About two-fifths of the matters submitted pertain to marital difficulties. 
A large number of divorce cases have been handled. Out of these divorces of course 
come many problems pertaining to the custody of minor children, the adjustment of 
allotments and distribution of mutually owned property. - 

Your Chairman of the committee has received from men and women in the foreign 
military service pS gr ogporane./ five hundred matters which in turn have been forwarded 
to the members of the committee in the county of the residence of the soldier. These 
matters include divorces, adoptions, custody of minor children, attachment of household 
furniture, annulments, property settlements, matters regarding alimony, claims for dam- 
ages by reason of automobile accidents, the drawing of powers of attorneys, wills and 
handling of estate matters, tenancy difficulties, giving legal advice as to the provisions of 
the marriage laws of the state of Kansas, matters pertaining to the sale of personal prop- 
erty encumbered with government loans, sale of personal property by wives of the soldiers 
without their knowledge, legal advice and assistance to widows of servicemen killed in 
action in regard to insurance, back pay and gratuities, collection items on unpaid checks, 
change of name, family allowances, advice on legal matters pertaining to loans on auto- 
mobiles, refrigerators, homes and in one instance a soldier asked that we assist in the 
collection of a rather large sum of money due him for several cases of liquor which the 
soldier had delivered to a bootlegger in this state and for which the bootlegger refused 
to pay. 

We have had during the past year sixty-eight — pertaining to proxy marriages. 
There have been nineteen proxy marriages completed through the assistance of the Chair- 
man of the committee and six contracts are now in his hands awaiting the performance 
of the ceremony. Most of these Pweg marriages involve the legitimacy of a child con- 
ceived or born out of lawful wedlock. There have been a large number of proxy mar- 
tiages performed in a number of the counties of the state which did not directly or 
indirectly come to the attention of the committee. Particularly is this true in Kansas 
City, Kansas, where it was reported through the press that some twenty-five proxy mar- 
riages had been performed by the probate judge of that county. 

The members of the committee have assisted under the selective service act in the 
preparation of affidavits of deferment, filling out of questionnaires and giving legal 
advice to those men who are about to be inducted. 

In addition to the matters forwarded from overseas every member of the committee 
has had numerous inquiries for legal assistance and aid in matters which came to them 
directly. An accurate check of these matters which have been given attention during the 
past year cannot be given. No doubt these would number into the thousands. 


The legal aid committees of the local bar associations have functioned efficiently 
during this period of time and have been giving services about as reported in the last 
report of the committee, as is indicated by the report of Margaret McGurnaghan of the 
Topeka Bar Association. While the Topeka legal aid committee has not handled as 
many cases as they did during the preceding year, which is brought about in part due to 
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the decrease in the personnel at the Topeka Air Base, there has been an increase in cases 
handled by this committee as more men go into foreign service. These requests for legal 
aid and assistance come to the chairman of the committee and are pedis by him for 
consideration to the members of the committee. Miss McGurnaghan, making reference 
in her report to some specific cases, states: 


“In one case we have been asked to recommend a patent attorney as a chap in 
the service is anxious to get a patent on some gadget he has perfected. 

In another case, somewhere along the line, and after mailing, the certified 
copies of birth certificates of children were lost. The man had been in the service 
over five months and still no money had come to the family. When the loss of the 
certificates was discovered, new ones had to be obtained. Just an oversight of some 
kind, and yet the family was without funds until the new certificates reached the 
proper destination. 

One rent and eviction question was pathetic. A young woman called at the 
committee office. Her husband is in the service. She had a three months’ old baby, 
and was renting by the week. There were six weeks’ rent in arrears, and a notice 
to quit had been given by the landlady. The girl said she had tried to find a place 
to live, but there is nothing for her and her baby. And there is also nothing we 
can do about it from a legal viewpoint, unless if suit is brought, eviction may be 
stayed for a time. 

* * * One man wanted to know the procedure for naturalization. Two others 
desired to bring members of their families into the States from Mexico and wanted 
affidavits prepared guaranteeing their support while visiting here. * * * 

* * * Men are now being discharged from the service and as they return 
home some of them are seeking advice from committee members. One ex-service 
man wanted to know what he should do with an unpaid account which he has run 
since returning home. He has malaria, works part of the time, and has been paying 
$10.00 a month on the account of $50.00. The creditor demanded $20.00 the first 
of the month, or stated if he did not receive it, he would garnishee the man’s 
wages and tie up his check. The debtor has a wife and three children. He was 
told his rights, and advised to offer the $10.00 again, and that in all probability 
the creditor would accept it and not risk a garnishment proceeding. It must have 
worked as he did not return for more help. * * * 


Reports have been received from George Gould, Dodge City; Alexander H. Miller, 
Salina; Kirke Veeder, Independence; J. O. Emerson, Kansas City, Kansas, who has han- 
dled a large number of matters during the past year; Harry Janicke of Winfield and 
Martin P. Shearer of Wichita, Kansas. Mr. Shearer reports as follows: 


‘“* * * You will recall that I have been the representative for this County 
on the State Bar Committee under your chairmanship for several years. Two years 
ago the president of the Sedgwick County Bar Association appointed a local Com- 
mittee to help on these matters. The chairman for the past year has been R. E. 
Kirkpatrick. He has five other members serving under him. A complete report on 
each individual item handled would probably be of little value to your Committee, 
but I will try to give you somewhat of a picture of what we have been doing. 

My individual file shows that I have handled by correspondence some fifty 
items during the past year. The most of these items have been sent through your 
office and cover a multitude of difficulties of service men. A great proportion refers 
to marital troubles. I have defended or checked into the defenses of seven divorce 
suits against service men, and have obtained seven divorces on behalf of the service 
men, and have two suits pending at the present time. I have given advice on marital 
troubles, giving the service man or his legal assistance officer the necessary informa- 
tion in regard to Kansas Law on divorces. Many of these matters will probably 
result in suits, but a number have ended in reconciliation. The rest of my file shows 
miscellaneous information and advice on property matters, collections, adoption of 
children, etc. I successfully handled one personal injury claim for a serviceman. 
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Besides these matters that are reflected in my files by written correspondence, 
I have been called on a number of times by the Local Red Cross to interview serv- 
icemen and their families. I have kept no accurate check on these matters, but would 
estimate that I have handled twenty-five or thirty such matters for the Red Cross.” 


In conclusion he says: 


“ * * * T think the Committee is doing a great work and I have personally 
enjoyed working on it; although I will admit that I have never cared for divorce 
practice in general. I do feel that the service men merit particular attention on 
these matters.” 


Mr. R. E. Kirkpatrick, chairman of the legal aid committee of the Wichita Bar Associa- 
tion and his committee have also done a commendable piece of work in Wichita and 
Sedgwick County as is indicated by the report of Mr. Shearer. 

In closing I desire to take this opportunity of extending to each member of the 
committee, as well as each member of the legal aid committees, my appreciation and the 
appreciation of the association for the splendid cooperation and assistance which has been 
given by each of them in the handling of this large volume of work. 

Since the association voted to continue this legal assistance program during the 
rehabilitation period at the last annual meeting no further recommendation or action is 
necessary at this time.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LOCAL BAR ASSOCIATIONS 


To the Bar Association of the State of Kansas: 

Local bar associations in Kansas, like the state bar association itself, are voluntary 
organizations. Each makes its own laws, fixes and collects its own dues, and is not subject 
to the control or direction of the state bar association. While this system may have some 
disadvantages, it has produced a fine group of independent, democratic, and sometimes 
militant, organizations where the voice of the individual can be heard. 

In 1942 this committee, under the able chairmanship of J. Willard Haynes, made 
a careful canvass of the state, and found that there were then in operation forty-five 
county organizations, three sectional organizations, and six judicial district ey nee 
making in all fifty-four local bar associations which are listed in The Journal of August 
re 69-72. 

is year your chairman has not been so industrious, and our report will not be as 
complete or comprehensive as that made by Mr. Haynes’ committee in 1942. However, 
the members of the committee have reported upon the progress of local bar associations 
in their respective parts of the state, and this has been supplemented by reports from 
lawyers in other localities, at our request. 

These reports indicate that most of the local associations are functioning normally, 
with some allowance for wartime conditions. Don Shaffer of Hutchinson reports: “The 
local bar associations in this part of the country have had periodical meetings, have been 
trying to adopt a uniform system for the examination of abstracts, and have adopted a 
little better fee schedule.’ At Liberal, G. L. Light reports: “The Seward County Bar is 
alive and functioning, meeting regularly every Saturday noon”; and Charles Vance adds: 
“The repartee seems to be about up to the old standard, but the food sure isn’t.” Doug 
Hudson says: “Our local bar association is the Bourbon County Bar Association, of 
which A. M. Keene is President, and Walter B. Patterson is Secretary. They have held 
those offices for lo, these many years. We have a few meetings, haven't elected officers 
for years, but just try to get along.” Ralph Hope (who moved from Atchison to Wichita 
on January 1) writes: “The Atchison Bar Association has been carrying on as usual 
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since the start of the war.” B. I. Litowich writes: ‘The Saline County Bar Association 
has been operating as usual and no changes have been made on account of the war. 
While we have several members of the bar in the service, the remaining members are 
taking the same interest and holding the same meetings that were held prior.” Judge 
Karl Miller reports from Dodge City: “Our local Bar which formerly met for lunch 
each Saturday, has ceased; however, this was perhaps on account of difficulty in securing 
a meeting or FEEDING place.” 

In the three larger counties, the bar associations are functioning well. Austin M. 
Cowan writes: “The Wichita Bar Association is functioning not only as usual, but a 
little better.’ J. E. Schroeder reports for the Wyandotte County association: ‘This bar 
association has been functioning much in the manner as it has in the past, holding 
regular meetings and securing speakers whenever available on current topics.” Your 
chairman can state personally that the Topeka Bar Association is carrying on, under the 
able leadership of its new president, Dean McElhenny, and its new secretary, Margaret 
McGurnaghan. 

The regional associations have had to curtail some of their activities. We are advised 
that the Southwest Bar Association has been holding its regular winter meeting, but that 
the summer meeting has been discontinued. Judge Ruppenthal reports that the Bar Asso- 
ciation of Northwestern Kansas awaits peace to resume. However, in the fall of 1944 
a new regional association was organized, the Southeast Kansas Bar Association, cover- 
ing fourteen counties in southeast Kansas. Its officers are: A. L. Foster, president, Dallas 
W. Knapp, vice-president, and John N. Moore, secretary-treasurer. Mr. Foster reports 
that this organization now has 242 members. 

Judge Ruppenthal further writes: 

“I think organization could be greatly accelerated if the state bar association would 
formally act and approve a local bar in every county, and possibly also in addition in 
cities (not county seats) that have a certain population, or a certain number of resident 
bar members. With such resolution as basis, a call should be made to every unorganized 
bar to meet on or before a certain date to consider whether or not to organize, and if 
adverse, to set out reasons and send to the state bar.” 

The above suggestion has not been submitted to the other members of the com- 
mittee, due to lack of time, but it is incorporated in this report so that it may be given 
further consideration by future committees.

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the Judicial Council and the Judiciary Committees of the Senate and House consider the 
advisability of restating the entire Criminal Act. With regard to this recommendation 
your present committee is about evenly divided. However, the committee does favor 
progress toward the simplification of our criminal practice act if such can be done with 
propriety. It is felt that the criminal laws and the practice act as now constituted are 
stable and have been rather thoroughly defined by our judiciary; that the need for sim- 
plification is not apparent and the suggestion is made solely with the view in mind of 
gaining whatever advantage may flow from that process. 
Believing that the brevity of this statement is its prime virtue and in keeping with 

the times it is hereby respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMITTEE 


Continuance of the Historical Committee is recommended as the work remains to 
be done, and while war prevails adequate attention cannot be given to any of the large 
field of legal history. 

The primary objective originally of this committee was to begin with the story of 
the Bar Association. There is disagreement whether organization was effected in 1882 
or 1883. The press especially the daily newspapers of that period should be scanned to 
find the story that does not seem elsewhere to be reported. Not until 1886 were minutes 
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or other report formally made and pater’. “Third annual meeting’’ is the designation 
of the earliest printed report—that of January 12, 1886. Before that a 3x5 inch, 
11-page pamphlet had been issued in 1885 giving the constitution, officers and members. 
The list of members is for three sessions in 1883, one in 1884 and two in 1885. It is 
a far cry from the 46 members at organization, stated as January 9, 1883, to the inte- 
grated bar that eon A will emerge in the future. 

Work has begun by some members of the bar to trace and note the date and nature 
of all curative legislation from 1855 on. There is some consideration of tracing the his- 
tory of legislation creating administrative agencies, and of authorizing rules and direc- 
tives by them to have the force and effect of legislation. A survey has been suggested of 
all criminal cases appealed to the supreme court, and therein sent back to the district court 
for further action, and what was so done.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LEGAL EDUCATION 
AND ADMISSION TO BAR 


Your Committee have consulted from time to time by correspondence. In April at 
the request of President Steerman the Committee considered the plan of Dean Harno of 
the University of Illinois to establish refresher courses for returning veterans. It was 
the conclusion of the Committee that the plan was impracticable for Kansas because those 
bar members who practiced before entering service would readily adapt themselves to 
resumption of E py and would refresh themselves by research on office problems, while 
those who had not finished their law courses would return to law school. As a result 
there would be little likelihood of attendance at such courses. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that the present standards of both legal educa- 
tion and admission to the bar should be maintained and that the Supreme Court should 
be encouraged by the Executive Council to withstand any pressure put upon them to 
relax the standards of admission. The Committee believe that the Executive Council 
should encourage the law schools to maintain both their standards for admission and fot 
requirements for a degree. This should not prevent the law schools from giving credit 
to persons whose military service took them from school in the last quarter of a school 
year if they can pass examinations on the courses thus shortened.

effort in support of these important activities. Probably lawyers have had more of an 
opportunity to serve in these capacities than have those in other vocations and profes- 
sions, and while such service is a patriotic duty, at the same time it constitutes the best 
type of public relations work for the Bar as a whole. 

When war restrictions are lifted there will again be ample opportunity for this 
Committee to function on specific public relations projects — making use of the radio, 
the press and other publicity channels. For this reason we recommend that the Com- 
mittee be continued.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON AMENDMENTS TO LAWS 
AND UNIFORM LEGISLATION 


To the Bar Association of the State of Kansas: 


Your Committee on Amendments to Laws and Uniform Legislation begs leave to 
submit the following report: 

At the 1945 Session of the Legislature your committee caused to be introduced in 
the Senate the following uniform acts which had been prepared and approved by the 
Conference on Uniform State Laws and The American Bar Association: 

The Uniform Simultaneous Death Act, which had been approved by the Judicial 
—— and the Legislative Council. It was passed by the Senate, but failed to pass the 

ouse. 

Uniform Narcotic Drug Act, which was approved by the Kansas State Hospital 
Association, but was disapproved by the Senate Committee on Public Health. 

Uniform Veteran’s Guardianship Act as amended, which was disapproved by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 

Uniform Act to secure the attendance of Witnesses without the State in Criminal 
Proceedings, passed the Senate but failed to pass the House. 
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Uniform Judicial Notice of Foreign Law Act, passed the Senate but failed to pass 
the House. 

The Model Act to Provide for the Appointment of Commissioners on Uniform 
State Laws from Kansas, was disapproved by the Senate Committee on Federal and State 
Affairs. 

Uniform Stock Transfer Act was approved by the Senate Committee of Corporations 
with certain amendments, but failed to pass to Legislature. 

These acts are all in the general public interest and should have been passed in the 
opinion of your committee. It is regrettable that they were given so little if any considera- 
tion in the House of Representatives. Your committee spent much time and effort in the 
effort to secure their passage, but without success. Your Committee makes no recom- 
mendations at this session with reference to the adoption of uniform legislation, but will 
at the 1946 annual meeting of this Association recommend the adoption of certain uni- 
form acts.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TAXATION 


To the Bar Association of the State of Kansas: 


Your Committee on Taxation submits the following report: 

Due to the inconveniences and difficulties of travel caused by the war, your com- 
mittee has held no meetings. The committee has unanimously agreed that no recom- 
mendations should be made to the association as this meeting is a restricted one and for 
the further reason that the Federal tax program will probably be greatly altered after the 
conclusion of the war. 

This Committee’s report to the association in 1944 made four recommendations. 
One of these related to alteration of the inheritance tax return form prescribed under the 
Kansas inheritance tax law, so as to make it conform to the probate inventory blanks or 
to the federal or state return blanks, or both. The other three recommendations related 
to changes in the law, forms and procedure under the Kansas Income Tax Act. The 
State Commission of Revenue and Taxation and Director of Revenue have taken no 
action on the recommendation relating to the alteration of the inheritance tax return 
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form. However, your committee is glad to report that all three of its recommendations 
relating to the Kansas Income Tax Act have been substantially adopted and put into effect. 

The first of such recommendations was that the Kansas Income Tax Act be amended 
so that with respect to the computation of capital gains and losses the periods for which 
capital assets were held and the percentages of taxable gain or loss for such periods would 
conform and coincide with like provisions of the Federal Income Tax Act. The 1945 
Kansas Legislature by the enactment of House Bill No. 221 has amended the Kansas 
Income Tax Act so that it now conforms with the Federal Income Tax Act in this respect. 
The new Kansas act applies to taxable years commencing after December 31, 1944. 

The second recommendation was that the Farm Schedule form prescribed by the 
state for income tax returns by farmers be revised to conform to the Farm Schedule 
prescribed by the Federal government and printed on the same size blank. In the fall 
of 1944, the state revised its Farm Schedule and now it practically conforms with the 
Federal Farm Schedule although it is not printed on the same size blank. However, the 
director of the state income tax division advises that the division will accept the Federal 
form in lieu of the state form if the person making the return finds it more convenient 
to use the Federal Form. 

The third recommendation was the state Depreciation Schedules be amended to con- 
form to the Federal Depreciation Schedules. In 1944 the state revised its form to make 
its Depreciation Schedules conform to those prescribed by the Federal Government.

REPORT OF SECRETARY-TREASURER 


Under the able leadership of President Everett E. Steerman, the Bar Association of 
the State of Kansas has made progress during the past year in spite of the continuation 
of war conditions. Of necessity the activities of many of the committees have been very 
much curtailed. The most active committee throughout the year has been Citizenship and 
War Work, much of the work of which was done by Mr. Steerman notwithstanding 
demands upon his time as President. His report will contain more detail about the work 
of this committee. 

One of the highlights of the year was the meeting held in Topeka, December 9, 
1944, honoring retiring Chief Justice John S. Dawson. It was well attended by members 
of the Bench and Bar throughout the state. The ceremony in the Supreme Court Room 
in the morning of that day was a marked credit to the efforts of the President of the 
Association. The afternoon session designed in the form of a legal institute was well 
attended by the members of the bar who evidenced considerable interest in the several 
topics under discussion. Kirke C. Veeder is to be highly complimented on preparing this 
program. The day's activities were concluded with a banquet at the Hotel Jayhawk 
honoring Chief Justice Dawson and topped off by the gift from the Association to him 
of a fine, comfortable chair for use in his home. 

After the 1945 session of the Kansas Legislature had convened, it became increas- 
ingly evident that there was a desire to renew the efforts of the Association towards the 
establishment of an integrated bar in Kansas. President Steerman took active, personal 
leadership in the campaign. The bill was introduced in both houses of the Legislature 
amending Section 7-103 G. S. Kansas, 1935, to read: 


“The supreme court of this state may make such rules as it may deem neces- 
sary for the examination of applicants for admission to the bar of this state and 
for the conduct of the practice of law, with the view of improving the adminis- 
tration of justice.” 
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The bill passed the House Judiciary Committee and the House without a dissenting 
vote but was killed in the Senate Judiciary Committee even though President Steerman, 
President-elect J. G. Somers, B. L. Sheridan, Robert Stone, and several other members 
of the Association appeared before that Committee and, together with the members of 
the Executive Council, worked in pushing its passage until almost the last day of the 
session. This legislative work was done at practically no expense to the Association. 

Up to the hour of the preparation of this report (June 7, 1945), there are 565 
members of the Association in good standing for 1945, and 316 members are in military 
service. It has been impossible to obtain an accurate count on the members in military 
service. The secretary’s office is not always advised when men enter the service. Now 
members are being returned to civilian life so that the count of those remaining in mili- 
tary service will be a variable figure. 

We closed the calendar year 1944 with 724 members. When ballots were sent out 
to the membership on May 22, 1945, for the election of officers for next year, 806 were 
mailed. Of this number 259 had not paid their dues for 1945. To them a special request 
for payment was sent with the ballot. As a result of this request, 39 memberships have 
been received. We will lose a number of current memberships this year because there 
will be no regular annual meeting. At the annual meeting in Wichita in 1944, 130 
members paid current dues. It appears there always will be certain members of the Asso- 
ciation paying dues only when they attend the convention. 

The financial condition of the Association compares favorably with that of last year. 
On April 30, 1944, there was cash on hand of $2,487.75. On April 30, 1945, there was 
$2,427.19. In 1944 we received contributions totalling $225 from local bar associations. 
During the present year no such contributions have been received. 

On April 30, 1944, the disbursements exceeded the receipts by $221.62. On April 
30, 1945, the receipts exceeded the disbursements by $60.56. A detailed report of 
receipts and disbursements is attached hereto. 

The Association has been fortunate in obtaining the services of Franklin Corrick as 
Editor-in-Chief of the Bar Journal, assisted very ably by Fred E. Gulick. Under their 
joint editorship the Bar Journal has maintained its well established high standing among 
publications of bar associations throughout the country. 

It seems reasonable to suppose from past experience that our Association will con- 
tinue to profit from the experience of operation during the war period and come through 
to V-J Day without lowering its standards. It will thus be in a position to go forward 
in the postwar period with increased activity and effectiveness in upholding the high 
standards of our profession.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LEGAL INSTITUTES 


The committee on legal institutes submits the following report as of June Ist, 1945. 

Governmental restrictions on travel as well as public gatherings attended by more 
than 50 persons without special governmental consent for such meeting, almost wholly 
precluded the holding of legal institutes during the past year. Nevertheless two very 
successful institutes were held. 

At Topeka on December 9th, 1944 an institute was held in connection with a 
special meeting of the Bar honoring then Chief Justice John S. Dawson of the Kansas 
Supreme Court, who personally attended the institute and took an active part in its pro- 
ceedings. Two interesting subjects were discussed to wit: 

1. Proposed amendments to the Kansas Probate Code. This subject was very 
well discussed by Alex Hotchkiss, Esq., of the Lyndon Kansas Bar and Ross E. Borders, 
Esq., of the Independence Kansas Bar. 

2. Judicial reapportionment and salaries and retirement of Judges. This subject 
was presented and discussed from the Judges viewpoint by Hon. Harry W. Fisher, Dis- 
trict Judge, Fort Scott, Kansas. The lawyers viewpoint on the subject was ably presented 
by LaRue Royce, Esq., of Salina, Kansas and George Templar, Esq., of Arkansas City, 
Kansas. Very interesting and informative data on this subject was presented by Mr. F. H. 
Guild, Topeka Kansas, Director of the Research Department of the Kansas Legislative 
Council. 

At the annual meeting of the Southwestern Kansas Bar Association held in Dodge 
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City December 30th, 1944, a largely attended legal institute was held and the following 
subjects were presented with great interest and benefit to all in attendance to wit: 

1. The trial of a workman’s compensation case with the claimants viewpoint pre- 
sented by E. P. Villepigue, Esq., Wichita Kansas, and the defendants viewpoint pre- 
sented by George B. Powers, Esq., Wichita, Kansas. 

2. The subject of oil and gas leases and royalties by A. W. Hershberger, Esq., 
Wichita Kansas. 

3. Subject of “preparation for trial” by Austin M. Cowan, Esq., Wichita, Kansas. 

Your committee had practically arranged for an institute to be held at Wichita in 
the month of January 1945 when governmental restrictions became so severe following 
the reverses occurring about that time in the European War, that the holding of such 
institute was abandoned. Plans for holding institutes at other points over the state were 
likewise necessarily abandoned under the severe governmental restrictions. 

In making arrangements for the institutes held as above reported and for those 
which were necessarily abandoned, your committee was impressed with the continued 
general interest in and enthusiasm for legal institutes. The large attendance at the two 
institutes held as above stated convinces the committee that the legal institutes should be 
continued and when possible held more frequently at various points throughout the state. 
Every indication exists that the members of the Bar will support the institutes not only 
by personally attending the same, but by taking a part in the program with profit not 
only to the participant but to those attending the institute.

On motion of E. C. Flood, seconded by Franklin Corrick, the report of the Nomi- 
nating and Credentials Committee was adopted and the officers named were declared 
elected to their respective positions for the year 1945-46.

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tion of the splendid co-operation given him during his year as president, and his hope 
that the affairs of the Association will continue to go forward. 

Judge J. G. Somers, Newton, the newly elected President of the Association, was 
introduced by President Steerman. President Somers expressed his appreciation of the 
honor bestowed upon him and pledged his best efforts to the continuation under his 
administration of the splendid work of the Association during the past year. 

Irving M. Platt, Junction City, expressed the sentiment of all members present for 
the splendid efforts of President Everett E. Steerman during the year, calling attention to 
his untiring efforts as chairman of the War Work and Citizenship Committee, as Presi- 
dent of the Association, as well as his personal efforts in obtaining new members of the 
Association. At the suggestion of Mr. Platt, a rising vote of appreciation was given in 
which all members participated. 

O. B. Eidson, Topeka, moved, seconded by John W. Lewis, Topeka, and unani- 
mously carried, that the Association express its gratitude for the services of the Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

Irving M. Platt, Junction City, discussed for a few minutes the efforts of the Asso- 
ciation to obtain the passage of a law in the last Legislature for the integration of the 
bar. Among other things, he suggested that an inquiry be made looking toward action 
on the part of the Supreme Court of the State of Kansas toward integration of the bar 
without amendment of our present law.

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Did you know you could lose a legal vocabu- 
lary? Of course you knew if you broke your 
arm and let it remain dormant for a few 
months or even weeks it would become almost 
helpless. Well it’s the same way with mental 


matters. 
* 


Some twenty years ago when I stepped on 
the bench it was with the resolve that laymen 
in the court room should be made to under- 
stand what was going on. So quite purposely 
legal verbiage was laid aside and, so far as 
possible, remarks and statements from the bench 
were in plain every-day English. 

* 


One of the hard things to accomplish has 
been to pick up that legal terminology once 
more; to plead as a lawyer likes to plead; to 
impress clients with deep knowledge of the 
law in language quite over their heads. You 
know you can become an expert in examining 
instruments and yet find it difficult to prepare 
one of those same instruments. All of you who 
read this column know it was the original pur- 
pose and remains so, to write in every-day 
words and phrases. Can one be both success- 
fully, an accomplished legalist and a practical 
realist? Problem One. 

* 


Then there are the modern abstracts to look 
at. Twenty years ago an abstract with forty 
entries was quite an abstract. Today most of 
them are nearer eighty entries. They run to 
one hundred twenty and yes even to one hun- 
dred eighty and nine to say nothing of six or 
eight court procedures, some under the old, 
some the new probate code. The price? Well 
never but once did I get, so far as I remember, 
less than ten dollars for an examination and 
that was one with three entries. Today the 
Wichita Bar fixes the minimum at fifteen dol- 
lars, and some still seem to work on a ten- 


dollar plan, although the number of entries 
has doubled in most cases. 
* 

Our legislature tried to remedy matters 
somewhat at the last session with reference to 
platted property. Yet one new in the business 
is compelled to’ wonder if lawyers wouldn't be 
paid just as much if they only had to go back 
twenty-one or twenty-five years. Study of an- 
cient history is excellent but sometimes it has 
a tendency to be wearing on one. Problem two. 

* 

We must all be wondering just how lawyers 
returning from the service are going to feel 
about matters. Some have expressed the hope 
that they wouldn’t have to get back into the 
old office grind. They are entitled to have that 
hope realized. But how? Some of them have 
made very great sacrifices. They can’t all have 
public positions and yet most of them are pre- 
pared for only that or the old profession they 
left. Surely we must do some real thinking 
about this and thinking which may be turned 
into action. Problem three. 

* 

The Probate Code has brought about more 
questioning than most any other subject. We 
can practically all agree that the code is a good 
code. That the framers of it did a good job. 
Also we can almost unanimously agree that we 
are still lacking in provision with reference to 
probate judges. That is we can agree, but some 
of us will keep silent because we don’t want 
to offend the man before whom we must prac- 
tice. What is really happening where there is 
not an attorney on the bench is that the prac- 
ticing attorney goes ahead and, because he must, 
tells just how things should be done. 

* 


There is one phase of the code which how- 
ever seems to call for criticism, particularly 
among those lawyers who are fifteen or more 
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years away from the bar examination. One 
very prominent one expressed it this way. 
“How in——do you think I can make any 
money on these little probate .matters when it 
keeps one stenographer busy writing volume 
after volume of petitions, orders, journal en- 
tries, etc.” 
* 

Perhaps you never counted just how many 
such are necessary in the ordinary, average 
probate matter. Just a simple little estate will 
almost surely require twenty or more. Can some 
of these be eliminated or is it just necessary 
to do them in order to keep the business among 
the lawyers? And are the lawyers getting paid 
for this extra or perchance are they traveling 
on the old price schedules? What to do? 
Problem four. 

* 

“Mechanical, so-called scientific, decisions — 
those which make some originally incidental 
and expediency-inspired rule a fixed standard 
for all cases of a broadly similar type — mark 
the nth degree in juridical stagnation. No bet- 
ter or more evil evolving example of this kind 
of rule can be named than ‘the burden of proof 
never shifts.’”” From Res Ipsa Loquitur, a 486 
page volume by Mark Shain of the Massa- 
chusetts Bar. Mr. Shain learnedly and lengthily 
discusses “Burden of Proof” in such cases and 
particularly finds fault with Wigmore, Justice 
Pitney and Thayer. The book may contain a 
deal of “‘ittlety-umpty” but it’s well worth one’s 
time. 

It appears that the doctrine of Res Ipsa 
Loquitur may be quite simple or tremendously 
complicated. “Burden of Proof’ is a much 
kicked about subject. As Wigmore used to tell 
us in class it is the “burden of going forward” 
or as Judge Dillon at Ohio State expressed it, 
“the duty of offering evidence.” The remedy 
for all the troubles afflicting Res Ipsa Loquitur 
Mr. Shain states is “a return to the fundamental 
principle embodied in the . . . doctrine; apply 
the doctrine through a burden-shifting pre- 
sumption.” 

So after tracing the development of the doc- 
trine through English and American courts we 
arrive at this very simple solution. What is 
the real difference between “burden of proof,” 
“burden of going forward," and the “duty of 
offering evidence” ? Well, anyway, it’s all worth 
reading. 

* 

Are we as lawyers headed for destruction? Is 
our profession about to go upon the rocks? Do 
we want our courts? “For our time is running 


out fast, and if we are ever going to try to 
reverse the trend we had better act soon.’ May 
Bar Journal, page 339. 

* 

Just a little trickery in the way the above 
quotation is used. It applies only to courts. 
But without courts is the profession to continue 
as a true legal profession? Or putting it 
another way, are the courts essential to the con- 
tinuation of the legal profession? 

Just recently a lawyer remarked in my pres- 
ence that the courts are the least important part 
of the law business today. But can the law 
profession exist as such without free courts? 
For a time “yes” and “in a way.” Imagine a 
Webster or a Lincoln considering such a state- 
ment. 

* 

However what a weak excuse for a profes- 
sion would law become in a short time without 
free courts! Can you imagine a purely com- 
mission-controlled and business-operated pro- 
fession of law? Is it or is it not true that the 
profession in order to make money has sub- 
jected itself to just those two governing influ- 
ences and every morning many lawyers open 
their offices to do obeisance to this twin rule? 

* 

Certainly the courts are no longer doing the 
work they did 25 years and more ago. Legis- 
lature after legislature, guided by legal counsel 
and leadership, have shorn the courts of their 
functions. Lawyers are warned to get in line. 
Learn the new “isms” or close up and watch 
the procession go by. 

* 

If we want it so that’s our business. The rest 
of the world isn’t going to worry much. It 
really doesn’t care. Unless lawyers can lead 
public opinion they’ have lost their places. The 
law work is here, will be here. The only ques- 
tion is whether lawyers are going to allow it 
to be funneled into other channels. Are we? 
Problem five. 

* 

A profession which has become a business is 
only and nothing more than a business. And 
all the big words and bright phrases, and large 
bank balances will not change things. 

* 


Like all things that are worth while the legal 
profession will and must find itself; the courts 
will be and must be re-established. There can 
be no advance in government without a real 
judicial system. If the lawyers will not attend 
to it some other influence must and will. What 
shall it be? Problem six. 
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Pat Patterson of Wichita has had some 
sort of heart attack. He was in the hospital 
for 30 days. The attack was very serious 
but the last reports say he is coming along 
in good shape now. 

Judge George Kline is out of danger 
now and getting along much better. I 
understand he gets out quite a little, the 
Judge had a mean time of it for a while. 

Claud and Junie Chalfant spent an hour 
or so with me in Kansas City recently. It 
was nice to see them, come again folks. 

John Williams of Topeka is out of the 
army now and reopened an office at 106 
West 8th St. I haven't seen him yet but 
will in a day or so. 

Jay Scovel, lately of Independence, now 
of New Delhi, India and lately a member 
of the Kansas Bar, now self appointed 
Chief Justice of. the Supreme Court of
